The apparent faculty of the present 
nclministration f or blundering, doing 
things the wrong way, getting every- 
thing by tli^^iyr.rpDg end, is truly won- 
derful. In 'wh'at Jibay bo facetiously 
called tWSiY"mn'rf61ioy" this idiofiyii- 
crnsy is especialij' obsorvable. In the 
beginning of Juiie they publish 
throdghiiit daliforniav NoTadn, nnd 
■\vhero jelse we know not, tlie fact Unit 
everyjcpmer over eighteen j'ears of ngo 
could have a free grant of 250 acres. 
In tills Mm end of August, theyaro not 
propiucd to givo free grants at nil, nnd 
have not the slightest intention of over 
f^iviiig -JoO iieres. Through their 
Agent at Han Francisco, they assured 
intending immigrants that no laud 
would be sold— that all the agricultu- 
ral hmds ill British Columbia were to 
1)0 g-ivcn free to actual setllors, and to 
none other; but tho lirst tliiii;^' that 
meets tho eyo of thono people, on ar- 
riving in tho country, is some sixty or 
seventy thousand acres advertised for 
sale by auction under c-ircuni stances 
justifying tho susjiicion Unit these 
lands are specially intended for the 
speculator. Ne.Nit wc find issuiiif^- from 
the Lauds Oflico what the oryaii do- 
Hcribcs (surely in irony) us "very siinplo" 
regulations fcr the guidance of persons 
desirous of purchasing unsurveyod pub- 
lic lands. In so far as the siniplioity of 
these regulations is concerned, let it suf- 
fice for the present to say that tho immi- 
grant will find it very desirable to nviiil 
himself of the services of a lawyer nnd a 
surveyor; and, inasmuch as these are 
luxuries beyond the roach of many, we 
incline to tlie opinion that few will attempt 
to thread unaided tholaliyiinthean mazes 
of these "very siuiplo" regulutious. ]3ut 
tlio illiborality of the comlitions is even 
more objectionable tlian the vcxulious 
complexity of the formula. Haviun: 
sought out (no very easy job where there 
is nothing to guide tlio .seeker) ii ])iece 
of land to his jiicing, nnd having stiikml 
it off in accordance with the elaborate 
directions giveu, lie niii.st giro tliirty 
days'- notice of Ills intcntiou to apply for 
the same. At tho oxpiratiuu of the said 
thirty days the intending purchaser must 
forward to the Land Eecorder of the dis- 
trict a written application in diipUeate, 
witli a sketch phiu, descriliiiig tli<' laud 
sought to be acquired. Tho apidication 
must Ise .signed l)y tlie ajiplieaiit and by 
two residentii of tho district, and lio ac- 
companied with a fee of live dolhu's, 
and by apai/meiit i/pmi lint c.-iihnritiul ii';'yti(/r 
(U the rate of one dolliir per acre." AVhen 
these documents and moniex reach the 
seaftof Governmeof; (wbiob, in thc/;asc of 
some Districts, will be two mouths) the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council will in- 
form tho applicant as to the uiniilicr of 
acres ho may 1)o allowed to i)urcha;>(', the j 
pi-ica, terms ofjiaymeut, ^c, which, in re- 
spect to some districts, will ()ccui)y, Huy. 
two months more. It will be oliserved 
that five months will thus have been con- 
sumed, and a deposit of a fee of flvo dol-

We do not like to trust ourselves to ex- 
press what we feel at tho unfortunate po- 
sition in which the Dominion Govern- 
ment is placed by this misorublo wrangle 
between tho Dominion Engineer and tho 
Contractor.
